Huge Attendance At Initial Intercollegiate Fixture of Sea- 
«on Tricolour Backficld Was Largely Respon- 
sible for Visitor*' Win: Hughes Played Stellar Game 
for McGill: Score 24-3: McGregor and Amnion 
Starred on Defensive Work: Philpotts Made 35 Yard 
: Run: .New Rules Made Game Much Faster. 



t'ndor n pray cloudy sky, tlmiuph 
which fitful bursts of sunlight rionc- 
trntod at intervals, the Tricolour foot- 
ballers from Kingston, on Saturday 
nftcrnoon. tnsicd victory at the ex- 
pense of the McGill team at the Per- 
civfil Memorial stadium In the first 
intercollegiate fixture of the season. 
At 1.50 p. m. the rush seats went on 
sale and from then on until the start 
of the frame it vas a neek-and-ncck 
race between the smaller bleachers' 
section and the concrete stadium in 
filling up. Practically every seal was 
sold and a large overflow crowd oc- 
cupied standing room around the ends 
of the field and far behind the reserved 
seats. The rooters assemhled at 1.35 
in front of the Union and were Joined 
at University St. by the 1>. V. C. sup- 
porters bedecked in Ihelr red tarns. 
The fair co-eds had beforehand decora- 
tod their freshette sisters in green rib- 
bons. Ued by Rnndmnster Gagnier 
nnfi his musicians the, rooters' parade 
presented a wonderful spectacle com- 
pletely filling University St. from Mil- 
ton to Tine Ave. On entering the field 
the P.. V. C. marched directly to their 
scats while the remainder with the 
band started a march around the cin- 
der trac!;. About half-way around 
becoming uneasy of their seats, the 
parade broke and a mass of students, 
ribbons and flying caps surged across 
the field to thf bleachers. 

At this point the Queens team came 
on the field and were greeted by their 
yell from the McGill rooters. Three 
minutes later the r.ed and White play- 
ers emerged from their quarters to 
take the field in the midst of brass- 
throated yelling and cheering from 
all sides of the field.

Tiie referee's whistle sounded at 
2.1S j). m. and the game was under way 
Tor the first tew minutes the play 
was carried well into Queens' territory. 
Hughes kicked over the line and Bat- 
stone was forced to rouge for the first 
point of the game. Urotn then or. 
Coach Hughes' proteges tightened up. 
and the whole game sea-sawed, con- 
tinually, up and down the field. The 
score 24-3 does not indicate the 
strength of the two teams. Inn ratheer 
was due to the fact that tii« visitors, 
when in attacking distance of the 
McGill goal displayed tin necessary 
edge in backfield play to score. Both 
sides depended greatly on a kicking 
game. In ihls department Hughes 
performed well for tiie local team, 
while J^eadley did the bulk of the 
kicking for the tricolour. Adams and 
McKelvey starred on the visitors line:
